a lung lino for a halibut, while with a eoni- 
irion lishing-rod he w'i'l calch plenty of perch 
I'^oinitho roolfs near tho slinre ; and the dif- 
ferently colored bands of seaweed revealed 
by low tide, from the gveeii line of the nivas 
through the biown zone of the eonimon fucas 
to the ro.sy and pnrple-liued sea-weods of 
the deeper water, show that tho llora' as well 
as itie I'anUiu of tho ocean have their precise 
boundaries. The wider or narriJvver range 
pfjmarine animals is in- direct relation to 
to' ifiw. slructure, which enables them to 
liear..i»<greater or les.-* prossnro of water. All 
tishes'j'an'd,, 'indeed, all animals have a wiilo 
range of distrubulion of ocean-depth, have a 
speuial npparatus of wnier-pores, so that the 
surrounding element penetiates their stric- 
ture, thus equalisinj-' Iho prnssure of the 
weight, which is diminished from without in 
))roporlioti to the qnanlity of water they can 
admit into their bodies. Marino animals 
dilfor in their ability lo su.ilain this pressure, 
just as land aidmals difior in their power ol 
enduring groat viu iol'ons of oliinale and of 
aimogphoric pressuro.— yl//an//c Monlhhj.
